Claims 1-3 have been canceled. Claims 4-51 remain. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 34-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
(all limitations) which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants have 
provided no requested showing of support for this claim set. It is difficult to determine 
the meaning of many of the recited phrases. This is compounded by the fact that there 
are close to 100 pages of specification and 13 pages of claims. 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 



conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 4-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



4. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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6. It is not clear from the claims that the computer system requires hardware, (as in 
'computer system includes:...', but only recites software modules). 



No Prior Art Rejections of Claim 34-51 

7. For the reasons provided, the state of the claims in the instant application 
precludes a limitation-by-limitation assessment of claims 34-51 compared to the prior 
art. The Examiner cannot interpret the meanings of the claims without relying on 
speculation. See In re Steele, 305 F.2d 859,134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962). Applicants 
have provided no showing of support for these claims. 

8. Applicants are thanked for providing a showing of support in the specification for 
claim 4. However, no support has been provided for claims 34-51 which were not 
originally presented. The difficulty is compounded by the fact that there are close to 100 
pages of specification and many pages of claims. Applicants are therefore kindly 
requested to provide a detailed showing of support for each limitation of claims 34-51 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4-33 are allowable over the prior art of record, in view of the supplemental 
materials provided by Applicants and referenced by Applicants on pg. 17 of their 
remarks of 6/2/2009. Reasons for allowance are held in abeyance. 



Response to Arguments 
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10. Applicant's arguments are moot in view of the updated rejections applied in view 
of the amendment and/or in view of lack of argument regarding claim 34-51 .
